Impressions.—No. 7. 


To the Christian, who is striving to build 
up the institutions of the gospel on this 
coast, it is an important inquiry: how do 
the brethren of the older churches feel? 
What will they do? What will young men 
do, who are preparing for the ministry ? 
Will they respond while the cause strug- 


gles, or will they wait to have churches 


prepared for them? Will they enlist now 
and go into the field to do what needs to be 
done in every new settlement? These 
questions revolve continually in the mind, 
as one passes from town to town, and from 
city to city, in the border States. It is very 
evident that the younger members of the 
eastern churches have thought very little 
of the extreme north-west, though their 
eyes may have been turned to California. 
It is evident that in the scale of relative 
estimates, this entire coast has nenmpie a 
low place in their minds. 
Older men, those who have had a few 


years’ experience, perhaps regard it with 
more interest. 


moving to the Pacific is of no use, as it is 
beyond their means, 

While the South and nearer west offer 
inducements ‘to brethren from our semina- 
ries, there seems apparently little positive 

‘real purpose to go far from home. The 
old and quiet parishes.of New England, or 
the stirring societies of the factory villages, 

- are very inviting. A progress in wealth

Society and family friends, besides the ac- 
tual needs of the churches and people, coms 
bine an argument of great practical force 
upon a young man.

There is often much truth in the old 
proverb, that “Death loves a_ shining 
mark.”

After a trial of four months in Astoria, 
we have no reason to regret the experi- 
ment. Indeed, we opine our congregation 
would not be willing no®, to have our inter- 
esting Sunday School, and regular services 
twice each Lord’s Day, called an experi- 
ment.

When we think of the Hall being used 
for so many purposes — one evening for a 
ball, and perbaps the next for divine serv- 
ice, we sometimes compare it, in our minds, 
to the tongue, of which the Apostle says: 
" Therewith, bless we God, and curse we 
men.’ 

The people are kind and cordial. For 
the size of the place, our congregations are 


| always full, morning and evening. We 


have a good choir and instrument, which 
adds much to the interest of our meetings. 

Shortly after we came, a suilor-boy de- 
posited $2.50 with the clerk of our Society, 
saying, “I will give that toward purchasing 
an organ.” 

It was not a very large sum to begin 
with, but it soon swelled to $160, with 
which we obtained one of Mason & Ham- 
lin’s, which has ever since helped to swell 


Sunday School. 

There are many infidels and spiritualists 
here. But we have refrained from unnec- 
essarily exciting their hostility, and some: 
of them are good friends, and often do us 
favors.

Our trip around the Bay had brought us 
back, as the closing up of a year’s labor, to. 
a week’s delay in the chosen locality of a’ 
‘home. Hence, if wé speak enthusiastically

true: the more really bitter a man is, the 
less apt he is to think or to speak well of | 
himself- We have heard infidels express 

great astonishment that upright, conscien- 

tious, kind-hearted Christians should so talk 

of their own imperfections and unworthi- 

ness. This is but natural, for the more a 

man contemplates sin, hating it, and holi- 

ness, loving it, the more he sees and feels 

his sins, and laments them; while, also, the 

more he loves holiness and strives to attain 

it. The wicked do no ‘such thing; but lov-. 
ing sin, they come to think it a good thing, 
and themselves good fellows. If, then, we 
praise Oakland too much, we may, by this 
philosophy, place it and ourselves in rather 
undesirable connections. Hence, we must 
speak of some errors before we get through, 
but first of some excellencies. 

One of these is, that in no good thing, s 50 
far as we can discover, has Oakland gone 
backward. All her churches and Sabbath 
Schools are more largely attended than a 
year ago, and all their pastors remain, we 
believe, unchanged, unless we except the 
Methodist. Yet, as the unchangeable order 
of their church is to change regularly, we 
must conclude that a change among their 
ministers is no change at all.

They all have good church buildings — six 
Protestant and one Romanist. slight 
debts remain. on them, but none to interfere 
with their efficieney...

“No axientifie wan can: be urer~of the 
truth’ and reality of his favorite natural sci- 
ence than is the good man of the truth and 
reality of ‘his ‘religion. ‘“Nor’is the assur- 
ance of the scientific man at all superior to 
that of the religious man, for it springs up 
in the same way, out of facts and first 
truths, which are believed in because they 
must be, and make their appeal and get 
their test in the make and frame of the 
mind itself. 

Take a human being and — him in a 
proper condition to think on such matters, 
and he takes into his understanding and 
betief, without any other evidence than 
their own self-evidence, certain axioms, 
postulates and first truths, upon the basis 
of which his reason, more or less assisted, 
proceeds to build up a science like that,of 
the. mathematics ;..and.he.rests.on all his 
conclusions. as firmly as on those first 
truths, axioms, and postulates, - 

So, take a human being purged from 
the grossness of sin, and in a proper con- 
dition of mind to think on such themes, and 
he takes into his own understanding and 
belief, without any other evidence than 
their own self-evidence, certain postulates, 
axioms, and first-truths regarding religion ; 
and then’ his reason, more or less ‘assisted, 
proceeds to build, upon the basis of them: 
the science of theology, of morals, and of 
practical religion; and he rests just as 
firmly on his results and conclusions as he 
does on his first-truths, axioms and postu- 
lates. 

"Thus, it will be ‘seen, that natural sci- 
ence and spiritual science begin and pro- 
ceed in the same way ; that both begin in 
a faith in first things—that both proceed to 
reason and ‘construct upon similar bases— 
and ‘that the conclusions of the one are 
neither truer, nor more demonstrably true, 
than those of the other. And thus it can 
be shown that’ positive knowledge is no 
greater mm natural science than in moral 
science; that the boast of a demonstration 
for natural science, superior to that of spir- 
itual science, is a vain boast; and that the 
endeavor to array the one in opposition to 
the ‘other, is unreasonable, 
and outrageous. 

There are facts, truths, and duties set 
forth in the word of God, which are self- 
evidencing; which ‘are not capable of de- 
monstration, but which force themselves on 
our convictions and obtain our consent, be- 
causé we are so constituted that we must 
actept and believe them.’ And some of 
the great’ truths of the Gospel scheme are 
of ‘this sort; and when they are brought to 


| 


_ out attention, we cannot but regard them as 


verities, because they so fully evince them- 
selves ‘as adapted ‘to our state, and fitted to 
meet our wants. And so we ure able to 
affirm that the Gospel must be true, as fully 
as’ we are able to affirm that the natural 
world exists, and is made to meet the de- 
mand of our physical and is’ a 
reality. 

It is faith that lays a basis forall our sci- 
ence. It is faith that enables us to build 
up all ‘our knowledge. But this is not just 
that kind of faith which makes us fully and 
truly Christian ; though it must precede it. 
And preceding that saving faith, there must 
be'also faith in the great ‘historical facts of 
religion. There were those who heard the 
song of the angels at the Redeemer’s birth; 
who were familiar with the course of his 
childhood and ‘youth ; who were present at 
his baptism ; who saw the beginning of his 
ministry; who heard -all his discourses ; 
who witnessed his miracles; who stood by 
his*cross in the of his suffering; who 
saw him, ate with him, touched him, after 
his resurrection; and who finally saw him 
ascend from Olivet. They had a complete 


knowledge of him, as given by the senses. - 
In this respect, our ease is different ‘from | 


theirs: We obtain by historic evidences 
what they knew by their senses. 

Yet our knowledge of Christ is just as 
reliable as theirs was. The attestation of 
history may be even better evidence than 
that of sight. Certainly it is quite as good. 
The settled impression of fact may be the 
same in both cases. And our knowledge 
of Christ is not inferior to that of his im- 
mediate followers, unless it be so in pita 
to its vividness. 

And since spiritual science rests on the 
faith in axioms just as natural science does ; 
and:since well attested ‘history is as reliable 
as well-proven sight, theology is as de- 
monstrable as geology ; historical religion is 
as reasonable as any history; and faith is 
not inferior to sight. 


“The Basis of Suifrage. 


It is refreshing to find, at last, a clear 
and, convincing statement of the basis. of 
suffrage. It comes from the lips of Bout- 
well, a. representative of Massachusetts, in 
Congress. The following paragraph gives 
incentive to thought, in other directions 
than the particular one noticed. It keeps 
clear of that individualism, which is in dan- 
ger of being run so far in America, as to 
be run into the ground. We are glad to 
hear from an American statesman this clear 
recognition of the family. | 

“TI have often elsewhere endeavored to 
trace the origin and nature, of the right to 
vote.

| voice of that one who, if the Government, 


constituted by his agency and authority, be 
assailed, is to peril his life in its defense. 
Thus is demonstrated the priority of right 
by nature, which gives to the man the ex- 
pression of the voice of the family, rather 
than to the woman or the child.” 

We regard this paragraph as giving a 
resting-place in the discussion of the right 
of suffrage. Perhaps we may remark, 
that in the opinion of one of us, when there 
is no man to represent a household, the right 
should be accorded to the female. It ad-

The absurdity of 
this shows that you must take the principle 
of limitation into the interpretation of the 
Constitution ;,and introducing it all, you 
are bound to apply it under the guidance

The constitutional argunient for the new 
bill: seems. to me, therefore, to be without 
weight. On the other hand, there are 
strong reasons why the bill should not be- 
come a law. Our civil system is founded 
on Christianity. Free institutions cannot 
be maintained on a basis of infidelity or 
irreligion. Churches feed the spiritual 
vitality of the Republic; and without spir- 
itual. vitality it can have no moral, and 
without moral no civil. They are as neces- 
sary to the welfare and preservation of the 
State as Presidents or Congress, Governors 
or Judges. And now as the public does 
not support them directly, but leaves their 
support to individuals, is it not equity that 
the public should aid them to the ex- 
tent of exempting them from taxa- 
tion? Shall they, with no income from 
productive capital, and dependent upon 


| voluntary. contributions of individuals be 


taxed for the privilege of serving the pub- 
lic? Another. serious objection to the law 
is, that it is an abandonment and repudia- 
tion of a great principle of our political | 
system—the inter-relation of the State and 

Christianity. Historically, legislatively, 
judicially—in a thousand ways—the State 
has acknowledged its dependence on the 
Christian religion, and its indebtedness to 
it.

At the early age 
of twenty-one, he entered the missionary 
field in Eastern New York. Congrega 
tional in his sympathies, he was induced by 


| John Blair Smith to favor his “ Plan of 


Union” scheme; became pastor of the 


Presbyterian church in Cherry Valley, and 


afterwards at Albany. In 1804 he was 
elected to the Presidency of Union College, 
a position which he held for sixty-two years ! 
4000 students graduated under his care. 
He delivered and published, in 1844, the 
celebrated “ Lectureson Temperance.” He 
early became an inventor. From his in- 
vestigations of heat, and by his patents, he 
became possessed of a fortune. In 1854, 
he laid the sum of $600,000 on the altar 
of learning at Schenectady.

Misstonary Work 1N New York City.— 
A condensed statement prepared by the Secretary 
of the City Mission, whose rooms are at No. 30 
Bible House, shows in convenient foyn some use- 
ful facts in regard to our great metropolis. . 


» The marriages average 3,272 per annum; the 


births, 6,424; the deaths, 25,196. 

There are in the city, 54,338 dwellings, contain- 
ing 155,707 familiese. On an average, each dwel- 
ling contains 15 persons. The tenant-houses num- 
ber 15,000, containing 486,000 persons. 

Our public amusements cost $7,000,000 per 
annum ; our police, $2,000,000, and our City and 
County Government, $18,000,000. 

There are in the city 1,500 churches, chapels and 
missions of all kinds, with accommodations for 
300,000 persons. The Protestant churches number 
275, with average memberships of 300, giving a 
total of 64,800 communicants. 

Our Sabbath schools of all denominations are 
350 in number, with an attendance of 75,800 pu- 
pils. Of these, 70,000 are Protestants. 

In the public schools, under the care of the 
Board of Education, the average attendance is 
84,973; in the parochial schools, private schools, 
colleges, etc., thejattendance is estimated at 20,000. 
The average daily attendance at all the schools, 
public and private, is supposed to be about 104,000. 

The number of children in the city between the 
ages of 5 and 15 years is 146,000, consequently it 
appears that about 46,000 of them do not attend 
school. Of these it is supposed fifty per cent. are 
detained at home by sickness or poverty, or are 
kept at work, and the remaining fifty per cent. are 
vagrants, beggars, and rowdies. 

Twenty-four per cent. of our population, or 
about 300,000, are between the ages of 20 and 30 
years. Of these 100,000 are males. 

-There are 10,000 drinking-places in the city, and 
their gross receipts are supposed to be $5,000,000. 

About 7,500 prostitutes parade our streets, and 
SOme 2,500 other women visit houses of assigna- 
tion,’making a total of 10,000. The value of the 
real and personal property invested in the business 
is estimated at $5,000,000. The average duration 
of life after entering upon a course of prostitution 
does not exceed four years, so that 1,800 of these 
wretched women die every year. 

The City Mission is doing good work. The re- 
sult of last year’s labors is briefly summed up as 
follows : 43 missionaries, 11 mission stations, 30 
rooms in tenant-houses, 4,307 meetings, 63,314 
Missionary visits, 437 temperance pledges, 2,876 
children and youth to Sabbath schools, persuaded 
5,680 persons to attend church and missions, res- 
tored 124 to church privileges, indaced 464 persons 
to unite with churches, loaned 2,652 volumes, gave 

1,460 Bibles and Testaments, superintended 667 
Voluntary Visitors, and distributed 840,591 tracts. :
